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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on September 23, 2009 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings were received on September 23, 2009. These drawings are approved. 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, "the removable part having a corner- 
shaped peninsula defined by a slit extending into the removable part form the edge of the 
removable part" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. Currently, Fig. 5 illustrates a removable part with a slit (70) and Fig. 2 
illustrates the corner-shaped peninsula (50) defined by notches (52) 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended.

6. The drawings are objected to because the section lines in Figures 3 and 5 do not (by 
themselves) indicate to which corresponding figures the section lines refer. For instance, 
section line II, II in Figure 3 does not clearly direct one's attention to Figure 4. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
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abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d).

Claim Objections 

7. Claims 1 8 and 1 9 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 1 8 is an 
improper independent claim since it refers back to another independent claim. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

8. Claims 15-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. 

It is unclear how the corner-shaped peninsula is "defined by a slit extending into the 
removable part form the edge of the removable part". 
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What is a "corner-shaped" peninsula? Applicant is reminded that although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

10. Claims 10, 11, 14, 20 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Farrell et al. (US 5,692,635). See figures 12 and 13 and column 8, lines 43-48. Figure 12 is 
re-produced below and labeled as per the examiner's interpretation of the claim language. The 




Regarding claim 14, the seal is weldable on both sides although it is not welded to the 
container. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

11. Claims 2,5,9,12, and 13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

12. Claims 15-19 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

13. Applicant is duly reminded that a complete response must satisfy the requirements of 37 
C.F.R. 1.111, including: "The reply must present arguments pointing out the specific distinctions 
believed to render the claims, including any newly presented claims, patentable over any 
applied references.
